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“ PARISH RECORDS SURVEY 


As a further aid to students of genealogy in Louisiana, following up the Library Facilities Survey which appear- 
ed in the April issue of the Register, we present here for ready reference a quick survey of the status of records in parish 
courthouses. The parishes are listed alphabetically with the parish seat shown in parenthesis followed by the date the 

ish was created. Uniess otherwise noted, the date of the earliest records extant is shown and records are presumed to 
i cesenlete. It will be noted that in some cases earliest records predate formation of the parish; this arises from the 
fact that in some cases, such as Orleans Parish, colonial records were kept there and are still extant. 


ACADIA (Crowley) 1886—Records begin 1887. 

ALLEN (Oberlin) 1912—Records begin 1912. 

ASCENSION (Donaldsonville) 1807—Records begin 1766. 

ASSUMPTION (Napoleonville) 1807—Records begin 1781. 

AVOYELLES (Marksville) 1807—Records begin 1793; there is a Mark & Brand Book dating from April 1, 1785. 

BEAUREGARD (DeRidder) 1912—Records begin 1912 but some records like conveyances date from 1903, and mortgages 
from 1893. These were transcribed from Calcasieu Parish courthouse records, and therefore contain gaps due to 
the Calcasieu Parish courthouse fire of 1910. 

BIENVILLE (Arcadia) 1848—Records begin 1848; some earlier records like U. S. land patents 1820-1912. 

BOSSIER (Benton) 1843—Records begin 1842; tax rolls back to 1891. 

CADDO (Shreveport) 1838—Records begin 1838 with a few records going back to 1831. 


CALCASIEU (Lake Charles) 1840—Records begin 1910, when fire destroyed all records; prior records are largely based 
upon reconstructed records held by individuals and from records of the Mayo Title Company. 


CALDWELL (Columbia) 1838—Records begin 1838. 

CAMERON (Cameron) 1870-—Records begin 1874. 

CATAHOULA (Harrisonburg) 1808—Records begin 1808. 

CLAIBORNE (Homer) 1828—Records begin 1849, due to courthouse fire in 1850. 

CONCORDIA (Vidalia) 1807—Records begin 1803. 

DESOTO (Mansfield) 1843—Records begin 1843. 

EAST BATON ROUGE (Baton Rouge) 1810—Records begin 1782. 

EAST CARROLL (Lake Providence) 1877—Records begin 1832 (Carroll parish records prior to 1877). 

EAST FELICIANA (Clinton) 1824—Records from 1824, although there are numerous items as early as 1811 on file. 

EVANGELINE (Ville Platte) 1910—Records begin 1910; however, transcripts and original records from St. Landry Parish 
go back to 1854. 

FRANKLIN (Winnsboro) 1843—Records begin 1843. 

GRANT (Colfax) 1869—Records begin 1869. 

IBERIA (New Iberia) 1868—Records begin 1868. 

IBERVILLE (Plaquemine) 1807—Records begin 1770. 

JACKSON (Jonesboro) 1845—Records begin 1879, due to courthouse fire in 1878. 

JEFFERSON (Gretna) 1825—Records begin 1825. 


JEFFERSON DAVIS (Jennings) 1910—Records begin 1910; items in courthouse ante-dating 1910 are largely reconstruc- 
tions from copies in private hands and from the records of the Mayo Title Company. 


LAFAYETTE (Lafayette) 1823—Records begin 1799 in the case of original acts and conveyances, but 1823 in most other 
basic records series. 


LAFOURCHE (Thibodaux) 1807 — Records begin 1808; however, probate case papers and documents begin 1796. 

LASALLE (Jena) 1908—Basic records transferred and transcribed from Catahoula Parish records, date from 1809. 

LINCOLN (Ruston) 1873—Records begin 1878. 

LIVINGSTON (Livingston) 1832—Records begin 1875, as courthouse fire destroyed all records that year. 

MADISON (Tallulah) 1838—Records begin 1838. 

MOREHOUSE (Bastrop) 1844—Records begin 1844.

VERMILION (Abbeville) 1844—Records begin 1885, when courthouse fire destroyed all records. 


VERNON (Leesville) 1871—Records begin 1871. 


WASHINGTON (Franklinton) 1819—Records begin 1897, when courthouse fire destroyed most records; some copies, how- 


ever, date back to 1813. 


WEBSTER (Minden) 1871—Records begin 1871; however, transcripts from Bossier, Bienville, and Claiborne Parishes date | 


back to 1843 and some other abstracts to 1839. 


WEST BATON ROUGE (Port Allen) 1807—Records begin 1807 (in a few instances). 
WEST CARROLL (Oak Grove) 1877—Records begin 1833, earlier records than 1877 being Carroll Parish records. 


WEST FELICIANA (St. Francisville) 1824—Records bein 1787. 


WINN (Winnfield) 1852—Records begin 1883, courthouse fires destroying earlier records.

NEW ORLEANS OBITUARY NOTICES 


The New Orleans Public Library, in the Archives De- 
partment, maintains an alphabetical index of death no- 
tices appearing in New Orleans newspapers. Since New 
Orleans papers are extant as early as 1802, many early 
obituaries are in the index. New Orleans citizens com- 
prise most of the death notices in these papers, but not 
entirely so. A consecutive sampling of these notices 
prior to 1866 is printed below. It will be noted that form- 
er President John Quincy Adams’ death is among those 
included. 

The age, when given, and date of death are also in- 
dicated. In a few instances the date of death is not 
stated; in such cases, newspapers and dates in which the 
obituaries appeared are listed instead. The complete 
newspaper reference is shown in the index file, so that 
the notice may be found instantly. *

“LOUISIANA CONFEDERATE PRISONERS OF WAR 


Thousands of soldiers during the Civil War, on both 
sides, died of illness, exposure, etc., in prisoner of war 
camps, many of them finding an “unknown soldier’s” 
grave. Below are listed Louisiana Confederate prisoners 
of war who died at Camp Douglas, Ill. These lists were 
kept by nearby undertakers and were printed in New 
Orleans papers when the war was over. Some of these 
dates are already known; some of them are not. The 
soldier’s military unit is indicated and the date of his 
death. It is not known whether these lists are complete.

D. A. R. CEMETERY RECORDS 


In the Dec., 1956, issue of the Register was published 
a notice of the forthcoming eight volumes of cemetery 
records being published by the Louisiana Society, Daugh- 
ters of the American Revolution. At the Annual Meet- 
ing of the Louisiana Genealogical and Historical Society 
in January, it was voted to obtain all of these volumes. 
Several members made pledges to purchase a volume for 
the Society. The volumes are $5 each. All of the vol- 
umes were subsequently ordered, costing the Society $40. 
About half that amount has been paid by pledges. No 
record was kept of these pledges, but far more volunteer- 
ed than was necessary. This is a reminder to the other 
members who made pledges, or who wish to do so, to 
get them in to the treasurer, Mrs. Norma D. Core, 123 
North Madison Street, Covington, La. Two of these vol- 
umes, those for Morehouse and Jackson Parishes, have 
been received by the curator. 


NATIONAL ARCHIVES RECORDS 


Although the National Archives has very few original 
records of birth, marriage, and death, it can often pro- 
vide other evidence that will help in establishing the age 
and citizenship of individuals. The principal types of 
records in its custody that are of use for this purpose are: 


Adoption records.—The National Archives has records of 
adoption only for the District of Columbia. 

Birth records.—Births at Army camps, posts, and stations, 
1884 - 1912, with some records as late as 1920.

Robeson County, N .C., has an entry for Nathan 
Grantham formerly of Robeson now of Baton Rouge Par- 
ish, La.; he makes power of attorney to Henry Lewis, 25 
March 1836 to look after his property in Robeson County. 
Is this the same Nathan Grantham who married Sarah 
Albritton, daughter of John and Mary (Glover) Albritton, 
1835? They lived in Livingston Parish and are listed as 
charter members of Amite Baptist church in 1841. In 
the late 40’s they moved to Johnson County, Ark., where 
they lived out their lives. Nathan had a brother Richard 
also in Johnson County who married Nancy Craven and 
died 1849, leaving a small son, Richard. Are these broth- 
ers the same persons mentioned in the will of Joshua 
Grantham filed in Lumberton, Robeson County, N. C., 
dated 17 July 1820? The will names the wife as Sally, 
his son as Richard, his “small sons” as Nathan and James, 
and his “small daughters” as Beada, Sally, and Wineford. 
A Robeson County marriage record shows that Sally mar- 
ried Henry Lewis 2 Oct. 1828; another shows that Bennett 
Allen married Comfort Grantham 1 March 1822. Is this 
Allen part of the same family listed as charter members 
with Natham in 1841? In St. Helena Parish there are 
marriages for Andrew James to Mary Grantham 12 Feb. 
1902; who were her parents? There is a marriage re- 
corded there for Richard Grantham to Emeline C. Court- 
ney 10 March 1832, David Hill, J. P., witnesses being 
Jonathan Courtney, Joseph A. Clark, Jas. H. Clark. Is 
this Richard the same as Nathan’s brother? Did they live 
in Mississippi enroute to Louisiana? If so, where?

I have been unable to find their marriage record and 
am seeking proof that the Simon Simoneaux (died July 
15, 1859, “aged 73,” at Paincourtville, Assumption Parish, 
La.), who married about 1809 or early 1810 Marie Irene 
(Reine) Landry (born Oct. 29, 1792, Plattenville, La., 
daughter of Jean Baptiste Landry and Marie Hebert), is 
the same Simon Simoneaux who was born Feb. 9, 1787 
to Simon Simoneaux (son of Francois Simoneau, or Sim- 
onos, and Marie Corp(e)ron, or Corprauron, “native of 
Baltimore,”) and Isabel Daigle, married Jan. 19, 1786, 
Ascension Parish Church records. The senior Simon 
Simoneaux who married Isabel Daigle had at least six 
brothers and sisters, including Maurice, who in 1800 mar- 
ried Genevieve Landry, daughter of Francois Landry and 
Rose Dugas; Joseph; and Francois Poulonne, who in 1793 
married Francois Plaisencia. 

Simon Simoneaux and Marie Irene Landry had these 
children: Simon Anaclet, born Dec., 1810; Zepherine 
Christine, married Theodore Guillot; Marceline Con- 
stance; Ermogene (Armogene); Madeline Carmelite; Irwin 
Alfred, married (1) Celesie Chedotal (2) Marcelite Thibo- 
daux; Henri Dorananm (Dorcino); Marie Arselie, married 
Honore Simoneau; Zeolide Carmelite; Marguerite Elise 
(Adeline), married Damien Gianelloni; Joseph Valemont. 


Simon Simoneaux and Isabel Daigle, in addition to 
Simon, born in 1787, had a daughter, Octavia Clemente, 
born Nov. 23, 1788. Isable Daigle died Sept. 24, 1792. 
Simon Simoneaux then married on Feb. 12, 1793, Eliza- 
beth Breau, widow of Joseph Guidry, daughter of Honore 
Breau and Magdalen Trahan; and some time before 1815 
he married Rosalie Hebert, who is named as his widow 
in a sale of land in 1815, Assumption Parish records. I 
lack the date of his death. Who were the parents of 
‘Isabel Daigle? The names of Alex Daigle and Jean Bap- 
tiste Daigle appear in these marriage and baptismal rec- 
ords. 

Ascension Parish records contain marriage contract 
of Nov. 23, 1789, between Jean Baptiste Landri, “native 
of the Parish of Assumption,” (son of Marie Joseph 
Landri), and Marie Ebert, “native of Parish of St. Ga- 
briel,” (daughter of Jean Ebert and Marie Dupuis). Wit- 
nesses for him include Vincent Landry, his maternal 
uncle, and Calice Landry, his cousin and for her, Jean 
Baptiste Dupui, her godfather, and Francois Ebert, her 
paternal uncle, of the Parish of Iberville. Since I have 
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not found the birth record of the Marie Hebert who wag 
the mother of Marie Irene Landry, and because of the 
frequency of identical names among the Acadians, I am 
seeking proof that the parties to this marriage contract 
are the same persons as the parents named in the baptis.
